ST. LOUIS BE FRANCE. 

A DEPARTURE FROM PREVIOUS RE¬ 
LIGIOUS CONSTRUCTION. 


One of the Largest and Finest Church 
Edifices in the Province of Quebec-A 
Beautiful Model—The Plans and Men- 


Tlie Province of Quebec is dotted with 
line churches, Imt the new 8t. Louis de 
Eunice, in that part of Montreal above 
Sherbrooke street and east of St. Law¬ 
rence street, is one of the liliesl nnd 
largest parochial churches to lie found 
within its coniines. In its architecture 
it differs materially from previous re¬ 
ligions construction. The facade of cut 
stone consists of three arches, which 
fi rm a peristyle. The central areli is 
crowned by a bronze shit tic of the 
church's patron saint, Is>uis of France. 
On the light hand corner, at Avenue 
lie Ellotel de Villi* and Roy street, rises 
a tower 70 fift in height, in which are 
inclosed the baptismal founts. On tho 
Other side the main tower, 30 x 30 feet, 
rises gracefully and majestically to a 
height of 208 fis*t. The corner pillars 
are of cut stone of different shades. 

The niche for the bells, in the upper 
part of the tower, is also of cut stone, 
of octagonal form, 24 x 24 feet. The 
cross which crowns the tower is of gilt 
iron, of wonderful workmanship. 

The greatest width of tin* front Is 
104 feet nnd its greatest height is 11H 
feet. The body of the church is 82 feet

The arches of the nave 
urn very clegennt. ''lie central panel of 
the ceiling is adorned with excellent 
eopiqs in oil of the works of various 
minder*. the subjects reproduced being 
the Rosary of Bnssu-Ferrato, surround¬ 
ed with a chain of Angels imitated from 
Raphael; tho Immaculate Conception of 
Murillo; the Annunciation, by Guido 
Kcni; the Assumption of Titian; the 
Crowning of the Holy Vigin of Rap¬ 
hael. w hile in the sanctuary is a repro¬ 
duction of St. Louis praying by Lc Brim. 

The railing of itho sanctuary is of 
carved white oak, with marble top, and 
the stalls of the sanctuary are of the 
same wood. 'The altars, the principal 
of which is of imposing proportion, are 
also of wood with marble panels nnd 
columns, of the ftuest colors. 

'The church is well lighted by twenty- 
five large windows, of colored glass, the 
gift of the various sodalities of the par¬ 
ish and of some of the members of the 
congregation. The designs on these 
windows 'include (makes of various 
sirin Is, copied from the works of Le 
Hueur, Le Ruron and Oabonel; while the 
surrounding panels are imitated from 
the celebrated windows of the Cathedral 
of Rho-ims.

Hugh Leo of Meriden, Conn., who ac-

bicycle. 

Mr. Ixh* is not joking when he mukc*

cussing the idea of an Arctic exploring 
expedition composed of whcelineti: 

“The idea is not at all imprncticable- - 
not half so Impracticable as some of 
the scientific world is lutinvstcd in just 
how. The immense fields of See in the 
Aretic region, although broken in many 
places by leads in summer and by ice¬ 
bergs nil the y«tT round, present un ex¬ 
cellent opportunity for the practical use 
of bicycles.

“If a man could place a station of sup¬ 
plies upon the most northern of the 
island* north of Greenland, as Mr. P-ary 
now proposes doing, he would be within 
three hundred and fifty miles of the 
pole, and if the ice stretched out in one 
continuous mass from that land to rite 
polo he could ride there and hack in n 
week. He would be able to carry his 
provisions with him. because lie would 
not hare more than twenty pound* 111 
alt. 

“Tho only danger would Is* from ac¬ 
cidents. for if his wheel broke down he 
mould not have provisions enough to !.ist 
him until he could make his return to 
ramp. It would be dangerous tr> go 
alone. Half n dozen men ought to he 
able to make the trip successfully.’*

Care for Yotsr Shoe*. 

Never try to wear a shoe too small 
or that does not fit when yon first put 
it on. There is no misery more distract¬ 
ing than a shoe that hurts the foot. 
Never let your shoes get hard mid dry. 
Don’t let them pinch the toe*. Don’t let 
tt»e heels run down. Don’t dry a wet 
shoe till you have rubbed it well with 
a flannel doth and then with vaseline. 
Never put them near the fire. Half a 
peck of oats in a small box. will be the 
very dicnpest and best “boot tree” for a 
net shoe*. Fill the shoo and shake ‘he 
oats down, after having rubbed and oiled 
it. and set in a dry place to dry gradu¬ 
ally. When dry ismr the outs back for 
further use. Do not “black upon black¬ 
ing" more than a week at n time. Take 
a wet rag and wash the shoe at least 
once a week and oil over night to keep in 
good condition. Never handle pateut 
leather until you have wanned it-Nprer 
wear rubber goloshes with good shoes. 
Put on ohl shoes in wet weather. There 
i* no part of the apparel of a lady or 
a gentleman which should be more 
scrupulously neat, or that is so often 
scandalously neglected.

A TBIP DOWN THE ST. I.AW- 
BENCE. 

To tbe Editor or Tin NxrAKEk Kxrana. 

Dear Editor—For the benefit of 
thoee who have not had the pleasure 
of a trip down tbe St. Lawrence to 
Montreal I will Eire 70 a a few lines 
in reference, ae I have jut returned 
from the round trip, per Str. Alex¬ 
andria. it is is said that the seenary 
is superior to even the Hudson of New 
York. We started from Pieton at two 
o’clock p.m. on Monday 21st Among 
our company were Bey. Mr. Young 
formerly of Napanee, Bey. Mr. Tuoker 
of Bath, Methodist minister, who ,1s 
transferred to Brome County, Quebec, 
Mr. Cooper, Mr. 8 harifl, and Mr. Wil¬ 
liams, of Pieton. Mr. Young kept ns 
well posted about the points of Interest 
along the route. The officers and orew 
are a jolly lot of fallows and used us 
like gentlemen. Our board and stats 
rooms were first class, the only diffi¬ 
culty we bad was to understand the 
French language and'unfortunately we 
were not in it. We had on board 
about $15,000 worth of cheese and an 
immense lot of other freight. We 
arrived at Kingston at 9 o'clock and 
at daylight we were at Brookville. 
The sailing here is delightful 
—here is the termination of the 
thousand islands. Next is Pres¬ 
cott. Here we saw the international 
car ferry boat which sank a few days 
previous. Ogdcnsburg is opposite and 
just a little below are tbe extensive 
buildings of the state insane asylum. 
Some of these cost over $100,000. 
They have 1000 acres of land connect¬ 
ed. Their supplies are received from 
underground railway cars from one 
central distributing place. 

We next enter the first rapids called 
the Gallops, our next stop is at 
Morrisburg. Here we met with 
misfortune which might have been 
disastrous. The current at this point 
is very swift and in trying to land the 
boat struck tho wharf at full speed— 
C cheese overboard, GO doz. eggs 
smashed, and $50 damage to the 
wharf was the consequence, besides a 
good shaking up we all reali zed. 

The next rspids is the Long Sault 
These are tho most formidable. We 
go through at the rate of about 30 
miles an hour. Cornwall is at the 
foot of this. We then enter lake St, 
Charles, 10 miles long, then comes the 
Cotcau, Cedars, and Cascade rapids 
in succession- This is the most beauti- 
part of the river. Thero the Canadian 
Atlantic crosses the river to Valley- 
held where Shortis committed that 
terriblo murder so familiar to every¬ 
one. Tho Ottawa river enters below 
this into Lachine Canal at the town 
of Lachine as our boat is too heavily 
lo ided to enter these rapids. Tho sail 
Aknc this canal is very beautiful. 
Tho land is extra, mostly all gardens 
along hero. We enter Montreal about 9 
o’clock, Tuesday night, in time to see 
the illumination and fire-works. It 
would be impossible to describe tbe 
beauty of the city when illuminated 
as this display was in honor of our 
beloved queen. Rev. Mr. Tucker and I 
took in the city by electric cars. 

Many of the principal buildings were 
outlined by thousands of electric jets 
and drapery. 

Next morning I visited the ocean 
vessels Ormidale and Carthagenian of 
the Allen Line, and the Labrador of 
Liverpool and Strains of Menai of 
Glascow. 

The Labrador is 420 ft. long, draws 
25 ft. 8 in. of water, capacity 5000 tons, 

6 decks, but the Man-of-War is the 
attraction, manned by 460 men. I 
was shown about her by one of the 
marines. On the top deck are five one 
one hundred pound cannon, 7 maxim 
guns, and several twelve pounders. 
On tho lower decks are the hospital, 
prison, magazine, small arms and 
many other things. On ono day 
12,000 visitors had been shown about 
her. This is tho best equipped vessel 
that has ever visited Montreal, and the

A Kansas l’rofaaaor toys All tba Kle- 
ments Ars Aftlnit Him. 

Andrew’s daring in attempting to reach 
the pole in a balloon Is almost certain to 
cost him his life. This is the opinion 
of Professor Lewis L. Dyche of the 
Kansas State University, and there are 
few men whose opinions on polar ex¬ 
peditions are of greater value. 

“I am afraid Andree will never be 
seen again if he makes a successful 
start from Spitsbergen for the north 
pole in his baHoou, said Professor 
Dyche. "His expedition, as an example 
of daring, has never been equaled; it is 
a piece of stupendous courage, but na¬ 
ture in its most terrible aspect Is against 
him, and it is very udlikety he will come 
back. 

"The theory that the north pole may 
bo crooned In a balloon Is extremely 
fascinating, but the difficulties in the 
way ure almost, If not quite, insurmount¬ 
able. Nansen's drift in his boat through 
the polur currents was completely priic- 
ticnldo beside It. Ice und laud are 
tangible things to travel over, bnt who 
knows of the currents of the air? 

"Andree has already started from 
Stockholm, Sweden, for the islands of 
Spitzlx-rgen, half way between Norway 
und the north pole. The balloon will 
be filled about June 20 , and if the winds 
ure favorable, .that is, from tho south or 
southwest, it will be cut loose, and An* 
dree and his party wdll have started on 
their perilous, and, I beHeve, hopeless 
Jonrney. 

"Andree argues that Nansen having 
failed to reach the north pole by trust¬ 
ing himself to the currents of tbe ocean, 
there is more certainty In currents of 
air. IK* relies on the prevailing winds 
from the south or southeast carrying 
him near or across the pole, and prob- 
ably wafting tho ballopn clear across 
the arctic circle to Alaska or Siberia. 
For a year circulars from the Russiau 
Government have been distributed over 
Siberia commanding the people to watch 
for the balloon and to cure for its pas¬ 
senger*. Nimilnr circulars have been 
distributed over Alusku und Greenland, 

"A glance ut this map will show the 
difficulties of the expedition. It 1 h sold 
that ull winds in that country arc from 
the south, because at the north pole It 
1 * south in every direction. Winds coming 
from eVcry direction will produce crons 
currents that will blow him everywhere 
and nowhere. Winds usually follow 
bind Inclosed waterways. When I was 
lit Holrtti^Rvborg, Greenland, I observed 
the winds for seven weeks. From Juno 
9 to June 20 tin* winds blew hard from 
the south and brought fog nnd rain. In 
August nnd September tho winds were 
front the north. Peary told mo that in 
Um* north of Greenland the winds were 
fiom the dome of the continent toward 
the sea In every direction. Greeley re¬ 
ported from Tape Sabine nnd beyond 
high winds from various directions. It Is 
therefore likely that tho balloon will he 
blown across the arctic circle in a criss¬ 
cross way. now north, now south, east 
or west, and in all the variations of the 
points of the compass. There will prob¬ 
ably be times when there will be no 
winds at all, on account of the low tem¬ 
perature. or the winds, taking him to a 
point he docs not desire, may abandon 
him, only to take him up again nnd bear 
him out of his course. lie may steer a 
few points in tihe wind, but he cannot 
prevail against contrary winds. 

"The greatest danger he may fear is

Ilow will hi* make observa¬ 
tions in these impenetrable fogs7 When 
1 was at Cape Hubine 1 noted strong 
winds for four or five hours, then no 
wind and a great deal of bewildering 
fog. 

"If Anilroc, on the other hand, should 
«ast loose iu a fine wind blowing from 
south southeast lie would probably go 
over the pole, for with the wind from 
thirty to sixty miles un hour it would 
only take three or four dnys to reach the 
pole ami It will Im* daylight all the time. 
With eight or nine days of steady wind 
he could cross the pole to SilKxrin. But 
when he has got to the pole how will he 
know he has reached It7 The mariner 
hikes Ills hearings by observations of the 
sun and moon at midday. There is no 
midday at the pole. Tin* sun circles 
around tin* heavens in gradually narrow¬ 
ing circles until, on Jnttc 21, the highest 
northern point is reached. The clrel<*s 
widen ihen until after the September 
equinox, when the sun disnpis*urs and 
a night of six months begins. But 
should lie Im* able to make observations 
with the sun lojy, or by a fixed star, the 
difference of a minute hr his measure¬ 
ment s Would he the difference of a mile 
«<u the earth ami the pole could probably 
not la* determined within a dozen miles 
or so. Looking out from his balloon and 
knowing lbut 1 m* was In Its vicinity he 
could not determine Just where lie was. 
If 'lr* could laud and slay awhile be 
might make such observation* as would 
he valuable. But while lie was owa.v 
from the balloon contrary winds might 
seize it and bear it away and leave him 
to die with bis discovery. Even should 
everything be favorable to leaving the 
balloon and making trips on sledges, 
licit her he nor his companions would be 
In physical condition to^stand the work. 
It takes the work of weeks in the "old 
atmosphere to accustom one to its hard¬ 
ships. 

"As I said l»eforo, A ml roe's cxpcd)t ! nii 
is most fascinating in its hare possibi¬ 
lities of success, and eclipses that of 
Nansen in its reckless dnring. Blit I 
cannot believe it practicable. I believe 
the pole will be renehed some day over¬ 
land—or rather by ice—but it will be by 
a steady, well-planned expedition that 
will go forward prepared to retrace its 
steps safely. A dash to or over the 
pole through the air sounds fine, but I 
do not lRelieve it is practicable, and I 
am afraid that Andree's attempt will be 
disastrous, although I sincerely hope he 
will get through all right and land In 
Canada.

‘Win the 
pole;' who says, ‘and great will be your 
ptize.’

What are these rings? They have 
the ap|>enranee of l**ing solid, and they 
were regarded a* solid by Laplace, who 
accounted for their stability by assuming 
that they were heavier on one side than 
on the other, so thut they swung prac¬ 
tically as u single satellite; but it hns 
now been demonstrated, both mathemat¬ 
ically, by Professor Clerk Maxwell, and 
spectroscopically, by Professor Kinder, of 
t»e Allegheny Observatory, that they 
are made up of countless millions of mi¬ 
nute bodies—”metcorlties "—eni li of which 
circles Independently of the rest, us a 
tiny satellite. They are simply ring 
sba|**d cloud* of “cosmic dust.*’ The 
proof ..f this fact by the spectroscope 
Is. indeed, one of the neatest perform- 
a rices of this wonderful little instrument.

fact that the lady threw away prospec¬ 
tive mints of money to study up hi r 
own phenomena, and that she now pre¬ 
sents herself in the unenviable light of 
fooler of the great public. For, with 
the exception of u few half-hearted as 
suran<i*s that she renlly did think her- 
fN'If jHissessed of n "great power," th? 
lady frankly admits that her so-called 
manifestations were? partly pranks and 
most unconscious physics, and makes tin 
I statement, humiliating to large aggrega- 
; tions of the lspooled, that it was their 
1 own hysteria and siipcnditimi that caus¬ 
ed the antics of the victims Hnd th« 

I inanimate objects they were trying to 
hold. If there is money in the lxx>k the 
I conscience scheme may not go altogether 
unchallengeable. 

Never having seen Miss Hurst and 
I not being abb? to disprove the "undis- 
covered or unrecognized principle of 
! leverage ntarfled in the deflection of 
forpes" (which is the simple proposition 
the lady now advances as her sole basis 
of operations), and not having yet found, 
an she avers, that any one person can 
electrify six strong linn and a chair so 
that they bang themselves about in their 
vain efforts to curb the earorting ob¬ 
ject. one is not In a position to contro¬ 
vert Mins Hurst’s confessions and scien¬ 
tific statements. That her first remark¬

This little 
movement of pushing the posts forward 
at C, shifted all the weight from the 
fulcrum at G H (place of the rear legs)

*1 A B, the real point of the lever." 

The other men may then add their 
weights to that of the first, and their 
weight will be distributed at the two 
fulcrum* as the first man’s was, but 
most of it will bo thrown at A B (first 
man's foothold), and lessens the weight 
at G H (chair legs’ position), thus help¬ 
ing the lifter, instead of adding to her 
task.

Miss Hurst hnd a perfect and legiti¬ 
mate right to exhibit a simple and un¬ 
conscious gift, to make money by It. to 
decline to explain It, especially n* It is 
a matter of fact that she did not pre¬ 
tend to nnv of the names of medinm. 
occultist, phenomenon thrust upon her. 
The question may arise as to whether It 
wn* "quite kind" to kn/>ck people about 
ns roughly as the influence she exerted 
seemed to do; but there is no question 
nt all as to her right to enjoy the foIHe* 
of the superstitious and the guild. 

The editor of The Medical Record 
discovered that hII Miss Hurst's exhibi¬ 
tions of her force were made in opimsiug 
voluntary muscular effort in others, 'if 
is the ox i tori men tor*, not” the subject, 
who knock themselves, the chairs, eaitcs. 

And Miss Hurst 
goo* on to say that once she herself was 
"mystified beyond expression, by stand 
ing to one ride without totiehing the 
choir, after the struggle began, and see¬ 
ing six. excited, struggling, tiidii tear a 
chair to piece* without ever forcing it 
to the floor." From this nJie adds a 
corollary, thus: "The excited state of 
the subjects themselves, their supersti¬ 
tion and their imagination taking such 
complete possi-ssioti of I hem produces a 
state of partial self-hypnotism.” 

How the sane and sensible men whose 
mime* appeared in connection with Miss 
Hurst’s iM'rfomuinec* will like this it :* 
not Imrd to guess. They will probably 
deny its truth, to begin with. If is. at 
any rate, one of the most significant of 
Miss Hurst's statements. 

It is open to every person to try the 
deflection of force with nil open palm 
against the whole muscular force of half 
n dozen heavy men. As after Miss 
Hurst's unveiling of the mystery, how 
over. the sujiersHtloii and imagination 
will have nothing to feed upon, the ex¬ 
periment will piobably always be uiisu'- 
eissful. And the truth will never no 
known. The first part of the hook re¬ 
lates an unbroken series of successful 
experiments. Tales of a huge athlete 
"prancing around like a Shetland pony." 
in his wild effort to hold a billiard cue; 
two or three men grasping it. and "see 
ing it snap In their fingers like a reed": 
a major "dancing a war dance" on tin* 
stage, and another one going to Ills 
n-M-ue. flic two lieeotniiig entangled in 
their glr.itions on the stage*, "big,men 
toseed about like jackstraws”; people 
shrieking, scrambling, clawing all llies", 
and a hundred mere incidents are related. 
It reads like an Arabian Night’s enter* 
taimneiit. Atnl so it is. For most peo¬ 
ple like io be deluded, and aid and ain't 
the deluder by making themselves -m 
(. limit as possible, and doing half tin* 
tricks themselves. -Mary Abbott, in Chi¬ 
cago Times-Herald.

A Valuable Discovery. 

Several weeks ago there was cabled from 
London the news of the wonderful discov¬ 
eries made in Jauuary last on the borders 
of tho Libyan Desert, of the oldest papyri 
known bearing the words of Christ. The 
value of this find in the interest it will 
arouse the whole Christian world proves 
inestimable. It comprises a dozen leaves, 
each 5} by 31. inches in size, remarkably 
well preserved, and clearly written in 
unicil characters of the ancient Greek. It 
dates about sixty years after the cruci¬ 
fixion. It has easily been translated, and 
is found to consist of detached sayings of 
Christ, without context, each beginning 
with words, " Jesus saith." The trans¬ 
lation will soon be published by the Egypt 
Exploration Fund. An immense edition 
at a few penoo per copy will be provided, 
sa as to reach everybody. Prof. Petrie’s 
winter explorations in Egypt have also 
been wonderfully fruitful. The bulk of his 
collections is in two groups, separated by 
a gap of more than thirty centuries. The 
papyri comprise 4,000 documents. The 
contents of this library probably range 
from the first to the sixth century. The 
discoverer expects that* ten to twenty 
years will bo occupied before the papyri 
are fully deciphered. 

The Outcome of a Quarrel. 

On Sunday last Reuben Jackson, pro¬ 
prietor of tho Jackson House, Verona, 
accompanied by Matthew Sevell, of that 
place went for a drive. Jackson has been 
ailing for many years, and has been grow¬ 
ing weaker all tho time.

As soon 
as Revell had struck the unfortunate man 
he saw that he had made a mistake and 
immediately got him into the rig and 
drove for Verona, The row occured about 
a mile outside of Verona. Revell stopped 
at S. Asselstine's hotel on his way in and 
Asselstinc immediately advised him to 
take Jackson to the doctor s, as all their 
efforts to revive him were of no avail. His 
condition is still very Berious, and Dr. 
Moles has very little hope for his recovery. 
It is not thought that Jackson received 
very severe treatment at the hands of 
Revell. The latter was, of course, excited, 
or probably he would never have struck 
Jackson, although he provoked him. It is 
not felt that Jackson's present condition is 
caused by the fracas, as there is little 
doubt that he would have been laid up 
after the drunk. The authorities have 
done nothing to Revell as yet.

A Fatal Accident. 

A shocking accident occurred on Wed¬ 
nesday in the Grand Trunk yards, Belle¬ 
ville in which William llose. of Deseronto, 
was cut in two by a train It appears that 
the unfortunate young man. with two com¬ 
panions, boarded a freight train going east 
and, as the conductor ordered them off, 
Hose jumped off in front of the afternoon 
express for the west, which then came 
along.

Killed at Wateitown.
